5. All cuts and filled slope*

tne 9UDdivld?r as directed by- -Recreation Department. 
Trees Required

7. Trees will be planted on 
each lot on a planting and utili­ 
ty easement five feet wide on 
44-foot wide streets.

8. Every street shall have at 
least 34 feet of paving.

B. The portion of Via El Por­ 
tal opposite lots 51 and 78 shall 
be 54 feet wide Instead of 50 
feet.

The City Council must act on 
the proposal before It becomes 
final.
